RUN DEATH 

Runner collapses after racing with friend to finish 


A father-of-two died moments 
after racing with his best friend 
over the finish line of the 
Kingston Breakfast Run. 

Colin Higbee, 45, collapsed 
after running the 16-mile race, in 
two hours, 17 minutes, alongside 
best friend Raymond Payne on 
Sunday morning. 

A friend’s video showed Mr 
Higbee crossing the line with his 
friend before putting his hands 
on his knees. Mr Payne waves at 
the camera and moves away but 
Mr Higbee collapses to the floor. 

He was treated for a cardiac ar¬ 
rest by paramedics and given 
CPR in front of concerned fellow 
runners. 

He was taken to Kingston Hos¬ 
pital where he was pronounced 
dead. 

Mr Payne said: “We got 100 
yards to the finish line. We gave 
it everything to beat each other 
like we do. He beat me by one 
second. 

“I put my arms around him and 
said well done. We were taking 
photos and he was trying to get 
his breath back. 

“I saw him go to his knees and 
it was like slow motion. I was 
shocked. You think it is a dream. 

“Everybody is in tears. He was 
a great bloke. He was a bloke you 
could talk to for five minutes and 
you’d be friends. He was my best 
friend. He was best man at my 
wedding.” 

Mr Higbee’s daughter Emma, 
21, flew out from France where 
she was studying and his 
son James, 18, came back from 
Sussex University after hearing 
the news.

Miss Higbee said: “He had so 
much energy - he just did not 
want to sit down. He was active, 
outgoing and would help anyone. 
I just want him to come back. I 
was very close to him. I was a 
daddy’s girl.” 

She said her father had visited 
her in France the week before 
and she had wished him luck for 
the upcoming run through 
Kingston, Hampton Court and 
Surbiton. 

He had been planning to run 
the London Marathon in April. 

His wife of 22 years, Constanti- 
na Higbee, 53, said: “It is so hard. 
He ran the Breakfast Run twice a 
year. Even if he had an ache he 
would not go to the doctors. 

“He was a very loving husband 
and was positive about every¬ 
thing. I loved him very much.” 

A long-serving Royal Mail em¬ 
ployee, Mr Higbee, of Kingshill 
Avenue, Worcester Park, worked 
with Mr Payne in the Heathrow 
worldwide distribution centre. 

He enjoyed running, tennis, cy¬ 
cling and reading and also 
coached a number of Motspur 
Park-based football little leagues. 

Nick Rusling, chief executive of 
Human Race, which organises 
the Breakfast Run, said “Myself 
and everyone associated with the 
event are greatly saddened by 
the news and our thoughts are 
with his family.”

are going to waste

Nearly half of the free tickets 
for schoolchildren to see 
shows at the Rose Theatre 
went unused last year, it has 
been revealed. 

Of the 5,688 free seats allo¬ 
cated to schools and chil¬ 
dren’s groups in 2013, only 
2,939 of the tickets were taken 
up, Kingston Council figures 
have shown. 

The wasted tickets - mainly 
for age-appropriate, in-house 
shows and already paid for by 
the council - are worth an es¬ 
timated £27,490. 

Free tickets for schoolchil¬ 
dren to shows specifically tar¬ 
geted at them was a central 
promise by former Kingston 
Council leader Derek Os¬ 
bourne when he justified bail¬ 
ing the theatre out with 
£600,000 in 2008. 

David Fletcher, then chief 
executive of the Rose, said at 
the time: “We will deliver 
what we say we will deliver in 
exchange for this.” 

Despite the lack of interest, 
the council is still paying for 
the full £56,880 worth of 
tickets. 

Conservative leader Howard 
Jones said last week: “I’m re¬ 
ally pleased that the Rose 
makes performances avail¬ 
able to schoolchildren within 
the borough, but the accounts 


don’t seem to add up, and I’m 
not convinced these figures 
are sustainable.” 

David Ryder-Mills, lead 
member for schools and con¬ 
tinuing education, said: “The 
offer is there for schools to 
take up. 

“Some schools take it up 
very well, but we’re disap¬ 
pointed in the take up of some 
other schools.” 

Former Labour councillor 
Shelia Griffin, whose deciding 
vote in 2008 ensured the coun¬ 
cil would fund the Rose, said: 
“It would be nice to have 
something on the wall saying 
how to apply for these tickets. 

“I don’t think there’s 
enough transparency. 

“They’ve also been very nar¬ 
row in their selection of plays. 
I think they could be 
a bit more adventurous 


sometimes.” 

Rose Theatre chief execu¬ 
tive Robert O’Dowd said: “The 
year before last the uptake 
was 75 per cent and I think the 
reason it has dropped is [be¬ 
cause of] a number of things. 

“The primary schools are 
taking up their allocation 
very well, but personally I 
think it might be more diffi¬ 
cult for secondary schools to 
take up ticket offers. 

“They have a lot of curricu¬ 
lum to get through and they 
need to find the time within 
that to organise a theatre 
trip. 

“But we are sitting down 
with the council very soon to 
look at how we can get more 
take up of available tickets. 

“The borough are very keen 
for it to happen, and we’re 
very keen to make it happen.” 


‘Illegal worker’ bar 
has licence revoked 


A shisha bar and restau¬ 
rant where four people, in¬ 
cluding one who fled the 
Syrian civil war, were al¬ 
leged to have been working 
illegally, has had its licence 
revoked. 

Councillors decided the 
fate of Momtaz, in Coombe 
Road, Norbiton, at a meet¬ 
ing this week following a 
series of visits by police 
and immigration officials. 

According to police evi¬ 
dence, officers first raided 
the restaurant in October 
last year, finding two men 
who appeared to be work¬ 
ing without being entitled 
to work in the UK. 

In December four staff 
members including the 
duty manager were found 
to be working illegally, po¬ 
lice told councillors. 

One of the men was a 
refugee from Syria. He told 
police he had flown from 
Syria to Jordan, taken a 
boat to France and hidden 
in a lorry to get to the UK. 

He said: “I have fled Syria 
because of the conflict 
there. I came here because 
I know the UK is number 
one in human rights and 
there is a better sort of life. 

“I am not paid in money. I 
get to stay here, smoke 
shisha, eat food. I am stay¬ 
ing in the restaurant and 
living here.” 

In January this year, an¬ 
other man not entitled to 
work in the UK was discov¬ 
ered at the restaurant, po¬ 
lice said.

But lawyers acting for li¬ 
cence holder Mohammed 
Dilbany told Kingston 
Council: “Our instructions 
are that at no time there 
were people employed at 
the premises without enti¬ 
tlement to work in the 
United Kingdom. 

“Our client has an impec¬ 
cable record and has never 
had any incidents or 
breached any of the terms 
of the premises licence.” 

They added the men po¬ 
lice claim were illegal 
workers “are friends of the 
duty manager and they 
were only visiting the 
premises as guests”. 

One neighbour wrote to 
the council claiming they 
had seen a group of people 
they believed to be Momtaz 
staff or customers smoking 
cannabis nearby.

College ‘can’t rule 
out’ future job cuts

Kingston College is facing the 
prospect of cuts and possible 
job losses after its principal 
warned he could not rule out 
redundancies among its 900 
staff next year. 

The college whose financial 
health is rated “good” by the 
Skills and Funding Agency, 
made a surplus of about 
£100,000 on its £560m budget 
last year. 

But principal Peter Mayhew- 
Smith said: “The Government 
have been cutting our budget 
ruthlessly since I started here 

- they have cut us hard. Next 
year is looking a bit grim. 

“We don’t get our funding al¬ 
location through until Easter. I 
don’t know the full picture yet 

- but [redundancies] are not 
impossible. I cannot rule it 
out.” 

He said the budget had 
suffered partly due to under¬ 
recruiting last year, which 
meant the money given by 
Government would be less in 
the future. 

About 10 redundancies have 
been made and 100 staff not re¬ 
placed in Mr Mayhew-Smith’s 
four year tenure, but he said a 
merger with Carshalton Col¬ 
lege had helped finances.

said: “In recent years we have 
not had more than a handful of 
redundancies. 

“We hope that remains the 
case, but we do appreciate that 
further education has budget 
cuts and pressures across the 
whole country. We are working 
in difficult times.” 

The college currently has on¬ 
going building works for a new 
arts building in Richmond 
Road funded by its surplus, 
which is expected to open early 
next year. 

Councillor David Ryder- 
Mills, Liberal Democrat 
spokesman for continuing edu¬ 
cation, said: “Like all of us in 


the public sector, we are very 
aware that the next few years 
are going to be just as difficult 
financially.” 

Laurie South, chairman of 
Kingston’s Labour Party, said: 
“The trouble is colleges are 
funded centrally. If you are 
going to make cuts it has to be 
staffing but that ultimately af¬ 
fects students.” 

Kingston Councillor David 
Cunningham, the Conserva¬ 
tive spokesman for continuing 
education, said: “It would be a 
pity to see a cutback in their 
activities.” 

A spokeswoman from the As¬ 
sociation of Colleges said: 
“[Colleges] are being forced to 
adapt to stringent financial 
circumstances. 

“This means many of our 
members have been faced 
with challenging decisions 
around their course provision, 
which has in some cases 
resulted in restructuring and 
redundancies.” 

Croydon MP Steve Reed has 
warned of the effect of cuts on 
Croydon College especially as 
from September, money for 
students in England who are 
already 18 will be cut by 17.5 
per cent. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
Edward Davey said he would 
be contacting the principal to 
see what bed behind his fears.

'He lost his identity 
after leaving police’

The wife of a retired Metropoli¬ 
tan Police detective who died 
after drunkenly falling back¬ 
wards down a staircase, said he 
spiralled into alcoholism after he 
left the force. 

New Malden man Henry Doyle, 
known as Harry, 52, died in St 
George’s Hospital a week after he 
was admitted following a series 
of late-night drunken falls at his 
home in the Mount. 

The alcoholic father-of-two died 
on May 17. 

Wife Jan Doyle, 55, described at 
his inquest being in bed at about 
lam before being awoken by a 
loud “bang” which she found had 
been her husband falling over. 
After tending to him she re¬ 
turned to bed. 

She said: “I heard another bang 
- and he was in the same position 
the paramedics found him in. It 
was a pattern that had gone on 
for a number of years. 

“I think he retired from the po¬ 
lice force and lost his identity - 
that ‘yes sir, no sir’. I think he did 
sink into a depression.” 

“The doctor said to him ‘You 
have to give up drinking or you 
are going to die’.” 

She said he was only able to 
give up drinking for a few weeks. 

Mr Doyle served in Northern 
Ireland before moving to the 
West Midlands Police and 
the Metropolitan Police where 
he completed 30 years of 
service and was given an exem¬ 
plary service award before he re¬ 
tired from the professional 


standards unit in West Brompton 
in 2011. 

Mrs Doyle said: “He was a loyal, 
loving husband and father who is 
sadly missed and it need not have 
been this way. 

“If it had not been for the drink 
he would still have been 
around.” 

The couple had been married 
for 25 years and had holidayed in 
Sydney for Mrs Doyle’s 50th 
birthday, and in New York for Mr 
Doyle’s 50th birthday in 2011. 

The coroner read out evidence 
from Dr Jeremy Harris, of the 
Groves Medical Centre in New 


Malden where Mr Doyle had 
been a patient since 1993. 

His evidence stated that Mr 
Doyle consumed 50 units of alco¬ 
hol in a week in 2001 but this rose 
to 230 units a week by the last 
time he visited the centre in 
March 2013. 

Coroner Inyama concluded Mr 
Doyle died a drink-related death 
led on by bronchial pneumonia 
through his head injury. 

After the inquest Mrs Doyle 
said: “There was a series of falls. 
He was getting worse. 

“I expected something like that 
to happen.” 


Officers surround house in ‘stand-off’ 


A man with a pellet gun un¬ 
wittingly created a stand-off 
with armed police in 
Chessington. 

Officers were called to the 
Causeway at about 5pm on 


March 14, following reports 
of a man being spotted with a 
firearm. 

Police armed with guns sur¬ 
rounded the property, but 
when they found the suspect, 


the firearm was discovered 
to be a pellet gun, which was 
licensed. 

Officers left shortly after¬ 
wards. No arrests were made. 

In total, the drama lasted 15 
minutes. 

One neighbour, who had 
two armed officers posi¬ 
tioned in her back garden, 
said: “They knocked my 
fence down. 

“They needed access to my 
garden to get to the back of 
the house. 

“There were two policemen, 
armed up to the hilt. They 
had guns pointed over the 
fence. They had ladders and 
all sorts.” 

The resident added it was 
only the second notable inci¬ 
dent to have happened in the 
Causeway in her 20 years of 
living there - the other 
being a burglar jumping over 
garden fences 10 years 
ago.

Hospital night moves 


Some 4,000 people a year are shut¬ 
tled between hospital wards at 
night when they could be sleeping, 
a Freedom of Information request 
has revealed. 

One Kingston Hospital patient 
was shuttled between wards four 
times in a night. 

Figures released by the hospital 
to the Times newspaper show the 
number of people moved more 
than once between 11pm and 6am 
has risen by 20 per cent nationally 
with almost 200,000 patients moved 
overnight last year. The dangers of 
the moves have been raised by pa¬ 
tients and doctors groups. 

Dr Mark Temple, acute care fel¬ 
low at the Royal College of Physi¬ 
cians, told the Times: “The biggest 
concern is not just the stress to the 
patient, but the safety aspect.”

Katherine Murphy, chief execu¬ 
tive of the Patients Association, 
said: “It’s just dehumanising and 
takes away every bit of dignity. 

“It’s not very dignified and it’s 
not very compassionate.” 

A Kingston Hospital spokeswom¬ 
an said: “There are many reasons 
why patients are moved at night 
and this will include acutely sick 
patients who are admitted to a bed 
from A&E, patients who require 
more complex care and are moved 
to the intensive care unit and pa¬ 
tients who need to be moved to a 
more appropriate ward for their 
condition. 

“However, we do try to keep 
moves at night to a minimum and 


over the past few months the trust 
has actively been looking at ways 
of reducing the number of patients 
in beds we have to move after 7pm. 

“We are very aware this is very 
disruptive for them.” 

Health Minister Dr Dan Poulter 
told the Kingston Guardian: 
“Sometimes you do have to move 
patients for good reasons. If some¬ 
one has had a stroke you want to 
get them to the specialist stroke 
unit as quickly as possible. 

“It is completely unacceptable 
for a patient to be moved for the 
convenience of the hospital. 

“We have asked Sir Bruce Keogh 
to look into this and work with hos¬ 
pital chief executives.” 

Of the 58 trusts that gave figures, 
195,372 people were shown to have 
been moved at night last year.

Olympic marathon organiser dies, aged 76 


A New Malden man who helped 
run the London Olympic races 
has died, writes Tom Poliak. 

President of Hercules Wimble¬ 
don Athletic Club David Little- 
wood died, aged 76, on Sunday, 
March 16, after a three-month 
illness. 

Mr Littlewood had been in¬ 
volved in athletics as a competitor 
and official for more than 60 
years. 

During the 2012 London 
Olympics he was out-of-stadium 
competition director and was re¬ 
sponsible for overseeing the 
marathon and walking races. 

He was also the London 
marathon’s men’s race referee for 
almost 30 years and was sched¬ 
uled to take on the role at this 
year’s race on April 13. 

Mr Littlewood was the recipient 
at the England Athletics Services 
to Officiating award in 2012 and 
was awarded an MBE in recogni¬ 
tion of his volunteer service to 
athletics on his 73rd birthday. 

At the time of his death he was 
honorary secretary of the En¬ 
glish Schools Athletics Associa¬ 
tion, a post he had held since 1992. 

He was also the chairman of the 
British Technical Officials’ Com¬ 
mittee and honorary secretary of 
the UK Rules Revision Group 
with responsibility for producing

the UK Athletics Rulebook every 
two years. 

He was a lifelong member of 
Hercules Wimbledon AC and, 
after serving as treasurer for a 
record 43 years, was elected presi¬ 
dent in 2004. 

He was also a vice-president 
of Surrey County Athletics 
Association. 

Cherry Alexander, head of 
international competition with 


UK Athletics, said: “British ath¬ 
letics has today lost a very dear 
friend. David was a remarkable 
man. As a volunteer in our sport, 
he was a loyal servant and his 
work impacted positively on 
many lives. 

“There is no doubt his contribu¬ 
tion to schools’ athletics helped 
many young athletes fulfil their 
dreams and he was instrumental 
in delivering world class English 
school championships across all 
disciplines.” 

Mr Littlewood was also a talent¬ 
ed sprinter and long jumper and 
represented London in the En¬ 
glish schools championships in 
the 1950s. 

Chris Jones, England Athletics 
chief executive, said: “David was 
a tremendous servant of the 
sport. His expertise, work and 
friendship were valued by people 
throughout athletics. 

“Today is a very, very sad day 
for those who knew David well. 
There are also many people 
whose involvement in the sport 
has been the better for the contri¬ 
bution that David made. 

“He was an exemplar of what it 
is possible for a volunteer to con¬ 
tribute to the sport in terms of 
skills, dedication and enthusi¬ 
asm. Our sport is the poorer for 
his passing.” 


CCTV installed at

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A woman at the centre of a 
love triangle that left one man 
dead has pledged her love to 
his killer as he was jailed for 
seven-and-a-half years last 
week. 

Michelle Dooley posted a 
Facebook message in support 
of Andrew Nichols shortly be¬ 
fore he was sentenced for stab¬ 
bing Colin Bolton to death 
inside a flat on the Kingsnymp- 
ton estate in June last year. 

The 28-year-old electrical en¬ 
gineer was stabbed seven 
times, including a fatal wound 
to the chest, during an argu¬ 
ment over Miss Dooley, 
Nichols’ ex-girlfriend who Mr 
Bolton had recently started a 
relationship with. 

Miss Dooley, who was in the 
flat when the stabbing took 
place, wrote: “I just want to tell 
the world that I love n miss u 
dearly andy. ur always b mine 
and I no wat u did was wrong 
but I’m here for u no matter 
wat. 

“If people don’t like us being 
happy then they can go f*** 
themselves. 

“Hurry out babe, do ur time 
coz u done the crime and come 
home to me xx.” 

Nichols was cleared of mur¬ 
der at trial, but had pleaded

guilty to manslaughter. The 
jury accepted he lost control in 
the face of repeated goading by 
Mr Bolton. 

At his sentencing at the Old 
Bailey on Friday, March 14, 
Lewis Power, defending, de¬ 
scribed Nichols as “a vulnera¬ 
ble man of low intelligence” 
who had acted in “the red mist 
of provocation”. 

He said: “It was the straw 
that broke the camel’s back. 

“His actions were sponta¬ 
neous, born out of anger and 
frustration.” 

But prosecutor Simon Mayo 
said Nichols had previously 
told Miss Dooley he was going 
to “stab” Mr Bolton after hear¬ 
ing about their relationship. 

The court heard how Nichols 
stabbed Mr Bolton with a knife 
he found on a table inside 
the flat of Roger Thornton - 
another ex-boyfriend of Miss 
Dooley’s. 

After the attack, Nichols re¬ 
turned to the room to collect 
his tobacco while Mr Bolton 
lay injured. He was prevented 
from attacking Mr Bolton fur¬ 
ther by Miss Dooley, the court 
heard.

Nichols then fled to his broth¬ 
er’s home in Havant, Hamp¬ 
shire, before giving himself up 
the following day. 

Sentencing Nichols, of Excel¬ 
sior Close on the Cambridge 
Road estate in Kingston, to 
seven-and-a-half years in 
prison, Judge Peter Rook said: 
“It seems to me your poor in¬ 
tellectual capacity made it dif¬ 
ficult for you to exercise 
self control, leading to 
feelings of anger and 
fear. 

“However, I have 
no doubt that you 
were spoiling for 
a confrontation, 
biding your time 
until you were 
alone with Cohn, 
and that’s why 
you went to Roger 
Thornton’s flat 
that day. 

“I have no doubt 
you intended at the 
very least to cause 
Colin Bolton very serious 
harm. 

“The fatal blow involved 
severe force.” 

Nichols, wearing a dark blue 
suit and blue shirt with the col¬ 
lar open, showed no emotion as 
he was led away.

Death ‘not 
suspicious’ 

The death of a 20-year-old 
journalism student who col¬ 
lapsed at a home in Worces¬ 
ter Park is being treated as 
non-suspicious. 

Tayla Woodard had re¬ 
turned from a night out in 
Brixton with boyfriend Alex 
Rickett when she was taken 
ill at his home in Tamesis 
Gardens in the early hours 
of Sunday, March 9. 

According to Miss 
Woodard’s hometown paper 
the Cornish Guardian, she 
and Mr Rickett had been at 
Brixton Academy on Satur¬ 
day night, where American 
punk band All Time Low 
were performing. 

After returning to her 
boyfriend’s home, she was 
taken ill at about 5am. She 
died in hospital at 6.22am 
that same day. 

Mr Rickett, 21, was also 
taken to hospital as a 
precaution, but was later 
discharged. 

A postmortem examina¬ 
tion proved inconclusive. 

Police ruled out foul play. 

A Metropolitan Police 
spokesman said: “A coro¬ 
ner’s inquest will open and 
adjourn in due course.” 

The funeral for the 
third-year Bournemouth 
University journalism stu¬ 
dent took place on March 
22 in her home town of 
Wadebridge.

I was most interested to read 
about the tomb of my great¬ 
grandfather John Garratt 
being found in the refurbish¬ 
ment of All Saints Church in 
Kingston. 

I have a copy of my family 
tree that unfortunately has 
some dates missing. It con¬ 
firms he married three times 
and fathered 11 children. One 
of those, Charles Foster Gar¬ 
ratt, was vicar of Little Tew in 
Oxfordshire, and also married 
three times and had many 
children, one of which was 


my father Bertram Francis 
Garratt. 

While John Garratt was 
Lord Mayor he laid the founda¬ 
tion stone of London Bridge 
on June 15,1825 in the reign of 
George IV and in the presence 
of HRH the Duke of York and 
enormous crowds. Unfortu¬ 
nately, as we know, that was 
removed stone by stone and 
shipped to the US. 

I have a book all about him 
laying the foundation stone 
with illustrations. I also have a 
photo of the portrait of him in 


his mayoral robes and a photo 
of the painting of the ceremo¬ 
ny of laying the foundation 
stone of the bridge. 

I have strong family connec¬ 
tions with the Kingston area. 
My mother’s family Wilson 
lived in a large house called 
the Beeches in Albany Park 
Road. I was able to find it some 
years ago, and think it was 
probably demolished to make 
way for a large block of flats. 

My mother lived there with 
two sisters and three brothers 
and married in Ham Church 


where Mrs Wilson grandpar¬ 
ents are buried. 

Both my children will be 
most interested to hear any 
more on the restoration of the 
tomb, my daughter having re¬ 
searched the family history on 
both sides of my family.

Hess and Haw-Haw not locked up at Latchmere 



Myths: Latchmere House 


May I take the opportunity 
to demolish a couple of pop¬ 
ular myths that appear to 
have taken hold about 
Latchmere House. 

There is no evidence that 
either Rudolf Hess (Hitler’s 
deputy) or William Joyce 
(Lord Haw-Haw) were inter¬ 
rogated or imprisoned at 
Latchmere. 

The house, which was des¬ 
ignated as Camp 020 by the 


British authorities, was 
certainly used as a secret 
interrogation centre by MI5 
(the security service) dur¬ 
ing World War II. 

However, apart from a few 
British fascists held there 
in the early stages of the 
war, Camp 020 was mainly 
devoted to interrogating 
captured German spies and 
trying to persuade them to 
work for this country 


against Nazi Germany. 

It is estimated that some 
500 enemy agents from 
about 44 countries passed 
through the camp during 
the course of the war. 

Rudolf Hess, on the other 
hand, who flew from Ger¬ 
many to Scotland in May 
1941 on a “peace” mission, 
was actually held at Mytch- 
ett Place, near Camberley 
in Surrey, which was desig¬ 


nated as Camp Z. 

Moreover, William Joyce, 
who was captured at Flens- 
burg, near the 

German/Danish border, in 
May 1945, was held at 
Wandsworth prison and 
executed there in January 
1946.

Budget did not do 
enough for buyers 

Agents slate Chancellor for not changing Stamp Duty 



Chancellor George Osborne 
has come under fire from 
two of the nation’s largest 
organisations representing 
experts in the property 
industry for not going far 
enough to help 
homebuyers. 

Both the National 
Association of Estate 
Agents (NAEA) and the 
Royal Institute of 
Chartered Surveyors 
(RICS) agree that extending 
Help to Buy was a move in 
the right direction to help 
people buy a home, but 
both condemn the chan¬ 
cellor for not changing 
Stamp Duty. 

Mark Hayward, managing 
director of the NAEA, said: 
“The extension of Help to 
Buy is a nice to have - 
albeit a short term fix - and 
an increased taxation 
threshold for ISAs is of 


course welcome for those 
saving for a deposit. 

“However, the move that 
will make the most lasting 
and sustainable 
improvement to UK home 
owners - and prospective 
homeowners - is the 
change to the hugely 
expensive and unfair 
Stamp Duty. 

“As we stated in our call 
to Government, Stamp 
Duty requires people to 
part with thousands of 
pounds up front and in its 
current ‘slab structure’, it 
distorts the UK housing 
market, acts as a barrier to 
first-time buyers and 
therefore restricts the 
demand to build new 
homes.” 

Simon Rubinsohn, RICS 
chief economist also 
criticised the budget. He 
said: “Yet again, the

Chancellor has failed to

resulted in more movement 
and transactions, freeing 
up stagnant property 
chains and bringing badly- 
needed housing onto the 
market. 

“Meanwhile, the much 


trailed extension of Help to 
Buy to 2020 is not a game 
changer. 

“While it provides 
certainty and clarity to the 
market, creating another 
120,000 new build 
properties is still a modest 
target.” 



Potent pongs 
cause trouble 


Nasty whiffs in the bathroom cause 
as much marital disharmony and 
family feuds as the age-old argument 
over leaving the toilet seat up - or 
down - according to consumer 
research carried out by Geberit. 

When surveyed, 87 per cent of 1,000

Not bothered 
about damage 

More than four in 10 UK motorists 
admit they are getting behind the 
wheel of vehicles that are 
damaged. 

From chipped windscreens to 
balding tyres, there are more than 
16 million cars on UK roads with 
potentially dangerous faults or 
damages, according to new 
research. Damaged body work is 
the most common vehicle issue, as 
cited by over half (56 per cent) of 
all motorists who admitted to 
driving damaged cars. 

Cracked or chipped windscreens 
(14 per cent), bald tyres (nine per 
cent), damaged wipers (nine per 
cent) and illuminated dashboard 
warning lights (nine per cent) 
were also commonly cited in the 
study by Kwik Fit, the fast fit, 
automotive parts replacement 
specialists. 

Lack of money is the main 
reason motorists give for having 
failed to rectify these issues.

More likely to buy a new car 


As the new ‘14’ plate cars roll 
out of showrooms, the latest 
research reveals that more 
people intend to buy a car than 
at any point in the past five 
years. 

Results of a survey for the AA 
Car Purchase Index shows that 
76 per cent of the 21,265 
respondents say they plan to buy 
a car in the next five years. 

That’s increased from 
48 per cent who had the same 
intentions in 2013. And more 
than a quarter will change their 
car this year - which is an 11 
per cent increase on 2013. Half 
of those who intend to change 
their main car in the next five 
years will do so more than once. 

Mark Huggins, director of AA 
Financial Services, said: “Given 
the cost, buying a car is a 
decision that’s not taken lightly, 
so it’s encouraging to see the 
car sales market is really 


picking up. The research also 
suggests that of those buying a 
car, 21 per cent say that they 
will be purchasing a brand new 
vehicle while 77 per cent will 
opt for a used car. While this is 
similar to last year’s results, the 
difference this year seems to be 
that people expect to buy their 
cars sooner.” 

Buyers are most likely to 
spend between £5,000 and 
£10,000 on their next car. The 
number looking to spend under 
£1,000 has decreased slightly to 
2 per cent which, unsurprisingly, 
is largely made up of younger 
buyers aged 18-24.

Onslow-Cole set the fastest 
lap to earn pole position in 
qualifying, before racing four 
hours of the 12-hour race to 
help the four-driver team 
take the chequered flag on 
Saturday. 

“I’m obviously delighted we

is we came 12th overall in 
only our second endurance 
event,” he added.
